It was an assuring note of confidence that John 
P. Stevens Jr., chairman of the J. P. Stevens & Co., 
Inc., in his talk here a few days ago expressed in 


the future of New England’s textile industry. 


His observations were of more than passing in-

Speaking before a large group of community lead- 
ers from bothtowns and key officials of the company 
which has 40 mills extending from Georgia to New 
Hampshire, he was discussing competitive differen- 
tials which work to the disadvantage of the North, 
when he went into the question of whether the New 
England operative could produce as much as a work- 
er of the South if given the right equipment. 


‘‘We decided that he could,’’ Mr. Stevens asserf- 
ted. Confident that the man-hour production could in 
time be equalized, he added, ‘‘we have put three 
million dollars in equipment in these mills based 
on the conviction that New England people could 
do the work if it was put up to them. It has worked 
out.”’ 

Stating that the company’s mills today are beau- 
tifully equipped he said the operatives are great 
people, they are doing a great job and the invest- 
ment is entirely justified. 

‘(We have supreme faith and confidence in the fu- 
ture of these mills,’’ he added. 

Such confidence is heartening to the civic, busi- 
ness and industrial leaders of Andover and neigh- 
boring communities as well as to the families of 
the people working in the plants. 

The policy of meeting such a problem by improv- 
ing the mills and conditions for its workers augurs 
well for the future progress of the company and the 
communities in which it operates.

In discussing some of the dis- 
advantages in operating a woolen 
mill in the North, John P. Stevens 
said that the man-hour production 
was low compared with the South. 
Two years ago the company went 
into the question and based on the 
belief that the New England opera- 
tive could produce as much as the 
worker of the South if given the 
proper equipment, put $3 million in 
equipment into these mills. 

“Tt has worked out,’? he said, 
and added that the investment was 
entirely justified. Workers were 
doing a great job and there is com- 
petent management in these mills. 

“We have supreme faith and con- 
fidence in these mills,’? he told 
his audience. Other competitive 
differentials he touched on were 
the wage differential, power rates 
and the local tax situation.
